which was "only" two-tenths of one 
per cent of their total earnings. This 
two-tenths of one per cent, however, in 
actual money, reached the stupendous 
sum of $7.300.000. In 1920 the amount 
spent for advertising was $4.140.000. 


The article does not openly and di- 


rectly propose that the roads—which j 
supply a necessary commodity—should ; 
spend for advertising an amount o f ' 
their total profits proportionate 
to 


that appropriated for advertising by 
manufacturers of automobiles, cam- 
eras, musical instruments and other 
| luxuries; but it adroitly points out that 
should they do so, the amount would 
reach at the very least $42,000,000 a 
year. 


Neither is it mentioned in so many 


words that the money spent by the 
railroads for advertising and publicity, 
should the "hint" be taken, would be 
devoted largely, if not almost entirely, 
to plain propaganda and only to a very 
small extent to legitimate setting forth 
of the relative pr competitive advan- 
tages of traveling or shipping by any 
given road or roads.

And Tariff 


T 


HE late President Cleveland's famous phrase, "It is a condi- 


tion not a theory that confronts us," seems to be the text 


of President Harding's message on a ship subsidy. 


There will be universal agreement wilh the Pre.siueiu'h 


view that there ought to be a nourishing American merchant 
marine. We need American shipping for American trade and 
the profits of transporting American commodities should at least 
be shared largely by American shipping interests. 
The Presi- 


dent pleads that in view of the expected scrapping of naval ves- 
sels and the naval holiday we specially need American ships to 
supplement our reduced navy. 
American enterprise ought to keep American merchant 


fleets afloat with profitable traflic. It is unconquerable in othei 
lines of business and it ought to be in this. It probably would ; 
be if American shipping were freed from other restrictions im- , 
posed by privileges granted to other interests, particularly the , 
tariff-protected interests. 
, „ .,

There is another aspect of the subsidy scheme. 
While i 


other lines of industry and trade are suffering from after-the- 1 
war depression and heavy burdens of taxation the shipping in-j 
terest is to be favored with aid from the exhausted Federal j 
Treasury. 
Because the aid is disguised as 10 per cent of cus- i 


toms receipts it is none the less a raid on the Treasury and the 
sum paid out will have to be raised from higher tariff rates or 
from other sources of revenue. It means more taxes to benefit a 
special interest when the people are staggering under the load 
of taxes. The revolving loan fund is not less an additional bur- 
den on the Treasury because it is formed by the sale of ships 
for which the Government paid vast sums. The money will be 
kept from the Treasury. 


Is the method by which the subsidy is to be raised wise? 


What will be its effect upon the people? Ten per cent of the 
customs receipts are to be pledged to assure a profit to Ameri- 
can ship owners. The American shipping interests are cleverer 
than the American Legion bonus advocates in that they have 
found a source of revenue which will supply their bonus, and in 
doing it they have linked their interests with fhr> m-ot powerful 
interests in Washington — the tariff-protected interests. 


The Big Business interests which are pressing lor high pro- 


tective tariffs no doubt will enthusiastically support the pro- 
posal to give the American shipping interests 10 per cent of cus- 
toms receipts and thus create an argument for the highest pos- 
sible tariff taxes. 


High protective tariffs, however, mean higher costs for 


commodities, higher cost of living and heavier taxation. Would 
it not be wiser to pay the subsidy — if subsidy there must be — 
directly out of the Treasury instead of making it a tax factor to 
discourage foreign trade and increase the cost of all protected 
commodities? 


Naturally the bonus advocates of the American Legion 


will wonder how it happens that the Harding administration 
can find money to assure profits for a great business interest but 
cannot find money to adjust the compensation of the soldiers 
who fought for their country. 


Granting that we must have a merchant marine, granting 


even that it needs a subsidy, which is bad in principle and goes 
from bad to worse in practice, ought the subsidy to promote 
higher tariff taxes and thus foster a tariff wail which will tend 
to kill foreign trade and squeeze out of the pockets of the 
American people all they have left? 
Shall we strengthen the 


tariff barons by a combine with the shipping barons? 


Royal English Marriages 


A 


N exchange commenting on the marriage laws of England, 
says: The marriage of Princes? Mary to Viscount Lascel- 


les serves to recall the survival in democratic England of per- 
haps its most undemocratic statute — the royal marriage act of 
1772. 
This piece of legislation was forced thru a subservient 


Parliament by George III with open threats of his displeasure 
against all who opposed it. 


As it was drafted and presented by the monarch it pro- 


hibited perpetually the marriage of any heir or descendant of 
his body without his previous consent or that of the reigning 
King. There was sufficient opposition, however, to compel a 
modification whereby after the age of 25 a royal descendant 
might apply to Parliament, and if, within a year it did not dis- 
approve, the marriage could take place, in spite of the King's 
wishes. 
All marriages contrary to these provisions were de- 


clared void. 


A further section was added by Lord Mansfield, then Chief 


Justice of England, to the effect that any person solemnizing or 
assisting or being present at, the celebration of a prohibited 
marriage, should be punished by forfeiture of goods and im- 
prisonment. 


In 1793 the Duke of Sussex, one of the sons of George III. 


married Lady Augusta Murray, contrary to the provisions of the 
royal marriage act. When the question of prosecution arose be- 
fore the King's Party Council, it was discovered that since all 
present at the marriage were guilty of felony, and as nobody 
could prove the marriage except those who were present, there 
could be no prosecution, because nobody could be compelled to 
incriminate himself. Later it was suspected that the law officers 
of the crown made this mistake intentionallv.
